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ELECTRICAL MATTERS. 


Iris said that some genius has in- 
vented an electric recorder which may 
be attached toa gas-meter, and which 
will infallibly and correctly record the 
exact amount of gas consumed, no mat- 
ter what.may be the vagaries of the me- 
ter itself. ; 

In the new hotel at Tampa, Fla., the 
electric lights in the sleeping apart- 
ments will be soarranged saysthe Tampa 
Journal, that they may be made to burn 
with any degree of brilliancy by turn- 
ing on or off in the same way us a gas 
jet or kerosene lamp is regulated to give 
more or less light. This is the very 
last invention in electric lighting and 
will overcome the greatest objection 
to electric lights in bedrooms, which by 
all former appliances give their rull ca- 
pacity when used. 


Atacertain Berlin cafe the lighting 
and ventilation are effected by means of 
electricity. In the center of the room 
there are several large glass jars through 
which passes a platinum wire in spiral 
form. The.electricity, on heating the 
wire, speedily raises the temperature 
of the water in the jars to boiling point 
and prepares the coffee in the sight of 
everybody. Lastly, a small electric rail- 
way transmits the coffee to the various 
tables, 80 that the gueste may help theim- 
selves to their liking. 

Fora number of years exhaustive in- 
formation on electricity in storms, with 
special regard to the influence of at- 
mospheric electricity on the telegraph 
service and on telegraph apparatus, bas 
been collected by the Imperial Tel- 
egraph Department, Berlin. At present 
nine hundred telegraph offices have in- 
structions to keepa record of the cost, 
duration and direction of storms. From 
the observations made it appears that, 
while not absolutely free from the influ- 
ence of atmospheric electricity, such in- 
fluence is materially smaller in the case 
of underground wires as compared with 
wires above ground. 


AT a recent meeting or the British As- 
sociation at Newcastle, Lord Armstrong 
related a wonderful incident, which i]- 
lustrates the laws of diffusion of elec- 
tric currents through conductors A 
bar of steel about a foot long, which he 
was holding in his hand, was allowed 
accidentally to come in contact with the 
two poles of a dynamo in action. He in- 
stantly felt a painful sensation of burn- 
ing, and he let the bardrop. He found 
his fingers, where they had been in con- 
tact with the bar, severely blistered. 
The bar was found imuiediately after- 
ward to be quite cold. This proved the 
outer surface of the steel to have been 
intensely heated, and that not enough of 
heat was generated sensibly to warm the 
whole bar; in other words, that an ex- 
ceedingly high temperature existed for 
y short time in an excved-
